Ovcur- 
rences similar to this have been chronicled in the 
news columns during the winter with a frequeneys 
that is appalling. Through the long cold spell 
from November to the end of January there was 
probably an average of one tragedy of the kind 
per weels in Canada, 

The moral is plain of course. But it always has 
been plain. It is not safe for parents to go out 
and leave small children alone in the house at any 
season. To do so in winter when stove or furnace 
must be stoked full before the elders leave, 1s sim 
ply to invite a horror such as has befallen a gon 
many Canadian homes during the last four month: 
Parents ought to value their children too highly 
to risk their lives in order to go to 4 picture show 
or scramble at a bargain counter. 


THE RE-VALUATION PROPOSAL 

Tho re-valuation of the farm property of soldier 
ecttlers is a question that will mot down. The 
Legislature of Manitoba has forwarded to Uttawi 
@ resolution appoving the idea, and there !s a 
notable revival of interest in the subject in man) 
quarters. 

Statistics have heen quoted to show that it is 
fot possible for the soldier settlers generally to 
pay the loans made to them by the Government 
with which to buy and equip farms.Other statistics 
have been quoted to show that a larger number of 
the settlers are meeting their instalments and 
that there is hope that the majority will be able 
to stick. 

Whether ijt is possible for the soldier settler to 
repay is hardly the point which deserves atten- 
tion. The real question is whether he is loaded 
up with a heavier burden of debt than he ought 
to be asked to pay. 

The soldier settler is not in his present posi 
tion altogether as the result of his own choice. He 
came back to Canada to find that the Government 
and the public wanted him to go farming. Every 
influence was brought to bear to get as many of 
the returned men on land us possible. The way 
was made easy for them to do so, then prices of 
products made farming attractive, and the pres 
pects of the farmer were represented in a way 
that omitted nothing in the way of commendation, 

Farm land at the time was high in price, 
higher than it had been in peace time, and higher 

it is how apparent—than could be justified by 
peace time profits from farming. Stock and im- 
plements, building materials, and all other items 
Which enter into the equipment of a farm were 
As a result the soldier 
settler is trying to farm on a place that is over- 
eapitalized.

Pre 
cisely in proportion 48 an apt comparison jis un 
complimentary it is valuable, if the party who 
gets the worst of the showing is coneerned in 
knowing how matters stand and in mending them. 

Premier Taschereau, in the course of a speech 
at Quebec the other day, drew comparison between 
the rate of taxation imposed upon the people of 
bis province and the rates borne by people in the 
other provinces. That Quebee would profit by 
such a contrast was fairly certain, but that the 
difference would be so great as shown wil! exeite 
surprise, end perhaps enliven interest in other 
provinces in the subject of high taxation and the 
results of it. 

Quebec has a revenue of twenty-three million 
dollars per year, in round figures. Premier Tas- 
chereau says the revenue would be thirty-on 
million if the Government collected as much per 
head as is done in Ontario. If the New Brunswick 
rate was applyd Quebee’s ineome would be 
twenty-six millions. The Nova Scotia rate would 
make it twenty-seven millions. Taxed on the 
tame basi: a Manitoba people the residents of 
Quebee would have to put up forty-five millions 
per year.
